Defensive Formations 


BY A. A. STACG. 


Most boys' football teams are rr.nc'\ 


stronger on offense than defense, "ho 
reason is that they give much rrxre 
thought to developing new plays t'.;\i'. 
to working out strong defensive for. ca- 
tions. 


There are several kinds of good 


defensive formations. Some of then!

When this style of defense 'is used 


against ordinary formations the whole 
line charges. A different style is to 
have rhe line charge forward as sug- 
gested^ with the center acting- as ;i 
"rover" moving with the play. 
In 


this case he usually stands 2 feet to a 
yard back from 
the ball. Another 


change, often followed, is to have the 
center and the defensive quarterback 
play about 2Vz yards behind the line 
and about 3 yards apart, which permits 
Ihc^tvvo "rovers" to move to the point 
of attack. Jn this case the guards 
usually play in a bit closer. 


A modification of end play is to have 


the ends go out J or 6 yards from 
(ackle and play a wailing game. An- 
other modification is to have the ends 
play within a yard of the tackle and 
smash the interference. 
In this case 


the center or the guards act as "rovers" 
ami aid in protecting the end. 


There are also modifications of brick- 


field formations. Sometimes two back- 
tielders play directly behind the line of 
scrimmage, while the other two play 
15 to 20 yards in rear of the ends.

When this style of defense 'is used 


against ordinary formations the whole 
line charges. A different style is to 
have rhe line charge forward as sug- 
gested^ with the center acting- as ;i 
"rover" moving with the play. 
In 


this case he usually stands 2 feet to a 
yard back from 
the ball. Another 


change, often followed, is to have the 
center and the defensive quarterback 
play about 2Vz yards behind the line 
and about 3 yards apart, which permits 
Ihc^tvvo "rovers" to move to the point 
of attack. Jn this case the guards 
usually play in a bit closer. 


A modification of end play is to have 


the ends go out J or 6 yards from 
(ackle and play a wailing game. An- 
other modification is to have the ends 
play within a yard of the tackle and 
smash the interference. 
In this case 


the center or the guards act as "rovers" 
ami aid in protecting the end. 


There are also modifications of brick- 


field formations. Sometimes two back- 
tielders play directly behind the line of 
scrimmage, while the other two play 
15 to 20 yards in rear of the ends.
